There has not been any allocation of the sum, received for the 18 Ailvowsmis granted 
by the Crown, but under the advice of counsel this sum has been invested in the Govern- 
ment Funds. It is right to add, however, that a claim has been sent in to the Registrar 
on the part of certain Fellows of the College as against this fund, for compensation for 
the loss of an assumed right of succession to these bonfices, of which they as.sort that they 
have been deprived by the operation of the Irish Church Act, and for which they claim 
to be indemnified out of the above fund. The validity of this claim Iias not as yet been 
decided. 

With regard to the allocation of the sums received for tlie three Advowsons formerly 
purchased by the College, and paid for out of the cista com.m.tinxs ; the account stands as
